By  planting  small  bulbs,  you  save  much  in  expressage,  and  can  soon  have  them  blooming  in  large  quantity  at 
small  cost.  Stem  bulblets  are  the  small  bulbs  which  form  underground  and  at  the  base  of  the  stems,  growing  from 
the  larger  bulbs.  In  the  results  obtained,  we  see  but  little,  if  any,  difference  in  the  planting  of  seedlings  or  stem 
bulblets.  These  small  bulbs  should  be  planted  about  four  inches  deep,  and  the  larger  bulbs  six  to  eight  inches,  or 
even  deeper  for  the  very  largest  bulbs.  Plant  in  any  good  garden  soil  and  avoid  fresh  fertilizers.  Drainage 
should  be  good.  If  you  want  the  best  flowers,  gdve  good  cultivation  and  some  irrigation.  A  good  mulch  will  take 
the  place  of  cultivation.  In  storage,  keep  the  bulbs  in  a  cool  place  in  dry  peat  moss.  In  the  colder  climates  it  is 
best  to  plant  Regal  Lily  bulbs  very  early  in  the  fall  so  they  can  get  established  before  winter,  or  hold  them  in  cold 
storage  at  about  32  to  34  degrees  Fahr.,  and  plant  in  the  spring. 


Tenuifolium  Lily 


This  is  a  bright  scarlet  lily,  very  popular,  and  very  hardy,  being  a 
native  of  Siberia.  It  is  easily  grown,  is  dainty  and  a  very  fine  lily.
